More than 160 students shuffle through the chow line 
in the college cafeteria daily, reports Mrs. Marian Gar- 


rett, manager. . 


Mrs. Garrett, a cook, a helper, and three students 


are hard at work every day to keep 
SAC students happy. Victuals pre- 
ared in the caféteria are obtained 
rom the board of education ware- 
house. Milk and frozen foods are 
ordered direct from Orange 
County producers. 


Mrs: Garrett said that the cafe- 
teria is operated on a non-profit 
basis, although rates are fixed so 
five per cent above cost will be 
retained to pay for utilities, laun- 
dry, and refrigerator: rentals. 


Since the beginning of school in 
September, the cafeteria crew has 
catered to 60 banquets for busi- 
nessmen, civic groups, and school 


functions. That’s an average of 
more than four a week. 


At least two main dishes are 
-always provided in the cafeteria as 
Mrs. Garrett tries, to please stu- 
. dents with many tastes. A variety 
of salads, deserts, and beverages 
are also offered in the cafeteria 
for prices that are about 20 per 
cent under commercial restuarant 
rates. :

Terming as “ridiculous” the 
three year old ban on spring train- 
ing for football, SAC football 
coach Don Davis went on record 
this week as being definitely in 
favor of the reinstatement of out- 
of-season training. 

Coach Davis acknowledged that 
some limitation or the amount of 
time given to this training was 
necessary, personally advocating 
setting aside‘two to three weeks 
in the spring when full scale 
practices could be held. 

Fundamentals Stressed 

“Spring training should not 
come at a time that would keep 
the boys from competing in other 
sports, however,” he said. “A good 
deal of time could be devoted to 
sharpening up on fundamentals in 
these preseason meetings.” 

As most college teams 


play 


their first game after only two 
weeks of practice, they get little 
chance to work on the all-import- 
ant basic points of blocking and 
tackling. Under the present regu- 
lations, a coach has to start pre- 
paring his squad for their opening 
game almost from the first prac- 
tice session of the season, cutting 
the time devoted to fundamentals 
to a minimum. 
JCs Hard Hit 

Junior college coaches are pos- 
sibly the hardest hit by the spring 
training ban. As no player is al- 
lowed to play more than two sea- 
sons at a JC, any time lost during 
the regular season learning plays 
and familiarizing the new squad 
members with the system in use 
is sorely missed. ae 

“You could find the players that 
really want to play football before 
the beginning of the season this 
way,” concluded Davis.
